Debt, therefore, becomes the 
spark of immortality in the grocery buysineass, 
vr seems to perform that function, since the 
people who made this experiment fay they all 
paid up quick as a wink. The trouble was 
tha: getting its money in too suddenly their 
store naturally practiced excesses in man- 
agement, which did for it. Had it had less 
cash and more accounts it would have prac- 
ticed thrift in management and held on to 
collect. The railroad people could not know 
about that, since theirs is the railroad and not 
the grocery business. Congress knows nothing 
about the railroad business. It could not un- 
derstand why the railroads had to have re- 
‘lef now. and was unable to see why getting 
the money all at once ultimately would not be 
just as good. Only the railroads, which are 
in the raibroad business. appreciated their own 
need.
